Sippi, have “‘lost’’ more farms in the past 
fWwe vears than has Georgia, according to 
areport by the U.S. Department of Com- 
merce. The rate exceeds that of the na- 
tion but follows a nationwide trend to 
larm consolidations. 

The “lost” farms. the report 
have hot been “lost” at all but have been 
absorbed into larger units. The number 
of farms declined from 1950 to 1954 by 
a lotal of 32.667 but the average number 
of acres per farm expanded from 129.9 
to 145.1 per cent—an increase of 11 per 
cent per farm.

The discovery also emphasizes whv 
we must contribute to all drives against 
polio, cancer, muscular dystrophy, heart 
and all other diseases.

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Lamp Has Seen

much garlanded and 


pre-Christmas days when the whole town is pretty 


festooned with lights of every color, the 
small flame in the old lamp at the corner of Alabama and White- 
hall sheds a modest light. 

Yet, if you're passing that way any time between now and 
Christmas Day you might want to pause and re-read the inscrip- 
tion on the lamp post. The old lamp will be 100 years old on 
Christmas Day. 

It's hard for this generation of neoned and fluorescented citi- 
zens to realize what Atlanta must have been like before the old 
lamp post at the corner and its 49 brothers were set up. and 
turned on. We're so accustomed to light. 


But they say that on that Christmas Day in 1855 the whole 


town (population 6,000) turned out to see the 


lighting of the 
street lamps. Before that time they had depended on oil lamps, 
the city the neighbors. 
William Helme, a Philadelphian, is credited with being the 


father of Atlanta’s first efficient system of public lighting. He 


haphazardly set up by and tended by 


established the gas works in. 1855 and shortly after he signed a 
contract with the city John 8S. and Joshua Schofield of Macon 
were commissioned to make up and deliver to Atlanta 30 orna- 
mental lamp posts, including lamps and burners, for $21 each. 


The Atlanta Gas Light Co. has recorded the adventures of 
the young lighting system in a history, written in 1949 and re- 
printed this year in commemoration of a century of gas service. 

“On the ninth of August, 1864, Sherman’s army began to 
hombard Atlanta with a battery of 30-pounder Parrot cannons 
lollowing a desultory shelling with light ‘artillery for two or three 
weeks. On that day practically every building in Atlanta was 
damaged in irious degrees, including the gas works. 

“Supt. Warner of the gas company and his &year-old daugh- 
ter were killed by a shell while they were lying on a bed at 
their home on Foundry street. Sol Luckie, a barber, was killed 
when a shell exploded against a gas lamp post at the corner 
of Alabama and Whitehall streets.’ 


That is the old post which still stands, the only one of the 
original 50 that remains in service. It was restored for lighting, 
and on Dec. 14, 1939, it was relighted as an ‘‘Eternal Flame of 
the Confederacy,”’ officially inaugurating Atlanta’s “‘Gone With 
the Wind” festival. 

According to records, Atlanta’s gas supply lasted out three 
battles and the 40-day siege of the summer of 1864 before it was 
destroyed along with 3,400 other buildings when Sherman set a 
torch to the town in November of 1864. 


Any w look at it the old lamp post has seen a strange 
wondrous .parade of traffic at that corner. Hoop-skirted 
ladies arriving by carriage from their fashionable homes on 


Washington street, ragged and weary Confederate soldiers, boys 
going away to the Spanish-American War, two full-scale World 
Wars and the Korean War, paratroopers and jet pilots and bob- 
by-soxers . . parades for everything under the sun. 

It holds only a modest flame, as small and fragile looking 
as a candie’s glow, but the old lamp post has seen a heap o’

Trim Tree With Care, 


Just for Safety's Sake 

The Christmas tree is one of 
the oldest and most dangerous 
of our yuletide traditions. Its 
origin is unknown but the ever- 
green is used in most countries 
as a symbol of enduring faith. 

The dangerous aspects began 
with Martin Luther. According 
to legend, he was walking in a 
German forest on Christmas 
eve when he looked up to see 
the stars twinkling through the 
branches of the trees. Luther 
was so impressed with the sight 
he rushed home and attempted 
to duplicate the picture by plac- 
ing candles on the branches of a 
small pine tree. 

It is difficult to understand 
why this hazardous custom pre- 
vailed, considering the combus- 
tible nature of the ordinary 
Christmas tree. It is filled with 
pitch and resin, ignites easily, 
and burns furiously. The electric 
light is America’s contribution 
to the season's tradition. It is a 
hundred times safer than can- 
dies but has its pitfalls. 

To decrease the possibility of 
trouble, inspect every socket 
and wire to see if the set is 
good condition. Strings of lights 
with frayed wires must be dis- 
carded. and replacements ought 
to carry the Underwriters Labo- 
ratory label. The switch’ used 
for turning the tree lights off 
and on must be located ata dis- 
| tance from the tree. 


Never leave the lights burning 
when no one is at home. Experts 


in fire prevention advise setting 
the tree in the. coolest part of 
the house, away from radiators, 
heaters, and: fireplaces. Needles 
dry more slowly when the tree 
Stands in water. Dispose of the 
tree when it starts shedding. 

Trees can be treated with cer- 
tain chemicals and paints to 
make them flameproof. This job 
is difficult, however, and is not 
recommended for the average 
do-it-yourself fan, 

The decorative seheme of the 
tree is an outgrowth of cultures 
from many lands. Pine cones 
and gilded nuts were favored by 
the Swiss. and the French. were 
the first to use tinsel. In Po-
